Joseph Lauzcn Most Daring 


of Present Day Cracks- 
men, Tells in Interview of 
Danville Visit.

An interesting local sidelight in 


the' career of crime of Joseph Lauzon, 
professional cracksman, who was re- 
cently captured in Washington with 
a hundred or more successful burg- 
laries to his credit, is contained in( 
yesterday's Washington Post, wiucn 
contained a lengthy news article on 
the Jimmy thief s career. In his cell 
at Washington he became communi- 
cative and gave a sketch of his life. 
Lauzon Is considered one of the njost 
daring thieves every sought by the 


-»., police, and he has baa made thou- 
sands by his midnight visits to the 
homes of the wealthy. 
Local interest in the man centers 


on his statement that after escaping 
from jail in Jackson. -Mich., he came 
to Danville and purchased a house 
and lot for $8.000. undertaking a 
series of burglaries which netted him 
enough to pay for the premises. The 
vear of his visit to Danville is not 
given. 
That part of the interview

• A month after rearhing Detroit, 


the man continued, he and _an ac- 
complice robbed a house in the fash- 
ionable district, and a poJiceman nred 
at "them as they sped from the scene 
in an automobile. One of the shots 
struck his confederate between the 
eyes, he told Inspector Grant, coolly, 
and after dr'ving to the outskirts of 
the citv with his wounded pal. he 
law the man die from his injuries.

tery surrounding the finding near 
here yesterday of the body of a white 
infant perhaps a day old,, wb^cn was 
found cruelly* dismembered, ^Seslde 
the railway track by a.negro, wh« 
made a report of the master to the 
local authorities. 
The negro drove into town yester- 
day evening and reported finding the 
body between Rig Troublesome creek 
and Haw river, about six miles south 
of this place, and Sheriff A. P. Sands, 
with Deputies T. B. Dallas and H. C. 
Stallings, drove to the spot and found 
the gruesome remains The body had 
been cruelly dismembered, probably 
with a razor, the head, arms and 
legs being* cut oft and the remains 
wrapped in two newspapers. One of 
these was a 'copy of the Winston- 
Salem, X. C., Journal, of December 
4th, 1921. and the ofher a copy of 
"Atlantis," a Greek paper published 
in New York, dated April 26th, 1922. 
Dr. J. P. Taylor, coroner, of Madison, 
was summoned and examined the 
body. The negro was questioned, and 
it developed that he had found the 
package while be was walking along 
the track. Jt bad evidently been 
pitched out cf the window of a pass- 
ing train sometime Saturday night.

public. The contract, however, calls 
for three elevators, two passenger 
carriers and the third a sidewalk lift 
which will be situated in the rear of 
the temple and used in getting heavy 
material into the building. 
The two passenfer cars will be in 
the main lobby and will be the last 
word in elevators, with a speed of 
300 feet a minute. They are to be 
equipped with the, newest type of 
safety appliances, and, it is said, these 
are so perfect that in the event of the

Before the ele- 
vators are put into use this test will 
be made and he cable of one of the 
elevators will be cut while It is run- 
ning at top speed, in order to see 
that the protective device is working 
properly.

equipment have been captured in 
Halifax, Henry and Franklin and a 
car-load of liquor was captured near 
Danville. Accounts of the raid in Hali- 
and the capture of the liquor car 


were nrinted Saturday. 
Yesterday Federal Agents Chamber- 
ain May and Wood, accompanied by 
State Agent \V T. Shelton took a trip 
up into Franklin and Henry counties, 
vhere a still was found out in the 
'our hogs, one sow and a litter of pig= 
The first raid was made on the 
Jamison farm in Franklin county, 
where a stlil was found out in the 
open. In the same enclosure, though 
penned off at one end, was a hog-lot. 
The feeding trough for the swine ran 
nto the moonshming end of the en- 
closure and the swill from the mash 
was fed to the hogs after each run. 
It was an example of making use of 
all the by-products. 


One 130-gallon copper still was 
found, as was valuable equipment . 
Fifteen gallons of liquor was found in i 
the woods nearby. The still had evi- 
dently been in continuous operation 
for a long time, as evidenced by the 
settled nature of things, with the ad- 
ditional fact that the swine were in 
jrime condition. 
The officers were somewhat puzzled 
about the hogs, the sow and ,the pigs, 
jut as thev were a prime factor in the 
consumption of the by-products of the 
moonshimng operations, it was decid- 
ed to confiscate them along1 with the 
rest of the equipment. 
Transporta- 
tion for the swine was a question that 
made the officers hesitate, since the 
jarty came by automobile 
It was 
Inally determined to cut off the tails 
of all" the swine for purposes of identi- 
Ication against a time when they 
could be brought to Danville 
This 
was done despite the loudly voiced 
protests of hogs, sows and pigs. 
About one-quarter mile further on. 
but still on the Jamison farm, an- 
other and much larger copper still 
was-found. This still was of a 250- 
gallon capacity and was In operation 
at the time the officers put in their 
appearance. One man was seen run- 
ning away from the stilt, but at such 
distance as to preclude pursuit. 
Fifty gallons of liquor was found. 
ten 400-gaTon fermenters and much 
other equip.-nent, the «liolc probably 
worth $2,000. 
A abort distance from the still was 
found the- cap and worm, hid in the 
bushes, along 
with a two-gallon 
bucket of liquor, still hot. One of the 
moonshiners had made a futile effort 
to hide the most valuable part of the 
still apparatus and to save himself a 
consolatory supply of corn. 
On the John Cobbler farm in Henry 
county, but adjoining the Jami-on 
farm the officers found wher» a still 
had been In operation. The still had 
just been moved, but all the re"!t of 
the equipment for moonshine opera- 
tions was found, as was fifty gallons 
of the finished product 
There was also found 120 bushels of 
corn and rje meal for use in making 
liquor.

That 
point is to make a treaty with Rus- 
sia and give hen financial assistance, 
at the same time allowing her to re- 
pudiate her debts.

allied delegates at Genoa made such 
a treaty no allied parliament would 
ratify it.

WARSAW. April 22.—Three hun- 


dred and twelve irar orphans, chil- 
dren of Polish exiles -who died in Si- 
beria, have arrived here from the 
United States after 16 months of 
travel 
which 
took 
them 
r'most 


around the world. 
Thero are 168 
girls and 144 boys in the party, the 
eldest 16 years and the youngest two 
and a half. A committee o£ Chicago 
women has charge of the children. 


Through the efforts of the Polish 


National Oommlttee of America and 
the American Red Crocs, they were 
gathered up and transported across 
the .Pacific to the United States 
where they were placed in various 
asylums at Cnicago until their re- 
turn to their motherland could be 
arranged. A few of the children Btlli 
have fathers or mothers living, and 
these, having made their way bacfe to 
Poland overland, have been anxiously 
awaiting the children's return. 


The voyage of the orphans from 


America was marred by a terrific 
storm which on January 29 caught 
the steamer Pjrincess Mktolka- one 
day out of New oTrk and BO damaged 
It that it was obliged to return to 
port. On February 6 the sMp sailed 
again, docking at Bremen Fvbruary 
20. In the meantime an outbreak of 
measles in mid-ocean Increased the 
hardships of the trip. 11 children fall- 
ing ill. Four of these were too sick 
to proceed to the Polish border, and 
were placed In a Bremen hospital. 


The children ha\e ail been -placed 


in charge of the Carlta Association 
of Pcznan. a fund of $29.000 having 
been raised by the Polish National 
Relief Committee of America to In- 
sure their care said education.

The correspondence as i%ad includ- 
ed references by Miss Knox to Mrs. 
Eastlake as "foolishly jealous" and 
statements to Eaetlake that 
"life 


without you would be unbearable." 
There were also intimation of trouble 
between Mr. and Mrs. Eastlake, due 
according to the correspondence, to 
money which Eastlake was said to 
have borrowed from Miss Knor. 
"Why should I be the sufferer 
physically and mentally? Mias Knox 
inquired of Eastlake in one o' her 
letters.

Eastlake is much upset and so far 
as what you hold over me. I have 
told him al! and he understands."

NATIVE TROOPS 


ARE RESTLESS 


ALLAHABAD, India, April 29.— 


Outbreaks of insubordination and dis- 
obedience bordering on mutiny are 
TeportPd frorn 'army headquarters in 
; 
the Jullundur region, where members 
of the 14th Sikhs and the 19th Pun- 
jabis regiments are said to b<? almost 
unmanageable as a result of agitation 
by radical political leaders. 
• 
The trouble begn when two men of 
the 14th Sikhs appeared before their 
commanding officer wearing black pu- 
grees, or turbans, although in uni- 
form. "When they -were reprimanded. 
for this insubordination, six of their 
comrades promptly committed 
the 
same offense and 20 others deserted. 
Prison sentences were decreed for all 
th offendrs. Iniia.n officers of the reg- 
iment attribute the outburst to the 
release of certain Sikhs prisoners from 
civil custody. 
In the 19th Punjabis at the same 
station a Sikh sepoy insisted on wear- 


ing a longer kirpan (weapon) than 
the regulations allow. 
When arrested he went on hunger 


strike, and the whole of ma company 
followed suit in sympathy 
He wa» 
sentencer to imprisonment and the 
trouble subsided for a time, but 3ater 
five men appeared on parade in uni- 
form, with black pugress, which they 
refused to remove. This defiance also 
was punished by prison sentences. 
Both regiments nave excellent war 
records, and were due to leave sooa 
for service overseas. It was while tha 
men were taking their short leave be- 
fore departure that the agitators are 
said to have made special efforts to 
influence them. 
It has been several years since the 
last noticeable disaffection in tho In- 
dian army.
